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MINUTES OF MEETING OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS, JUNE 7, 1949.

The Board of Public Works met on June 7, 1949, in the office of
the Governor, State House, Annapolis, Maryland.

There were present:- Wm. Preston Lane, Jr., Governor
James J. Lacy, Comptroller
Hooper S. Miles, Treasurer.

Mr. John B. Funk, Chief Engineer of Maryland, and Mr. James G.
Rennie, Director of the Department of Budget and Procurement,
also attended the meeting.

MINUTES:

The Minutes of the meeting of April 8, 1949, copies of which
were sent to the members of the Board, were approved.

STATE EMPLOYEES - Workmen's Compensation Coverage:

Mr. William B. Lebherz, Chairman of the State Accident Fund; Mr. John P.
Stafford, Secretary of the State Accident Fund; Mr. Richard K. Coggins,
Superintendent of the State Accident Fund; and Mr. Herbert D. Bangert,
Associate Actuary, of Columbus, Ohio, and Mr. Philip T. McCusker, Special
Assistant Attorney General for the State Accident Fund, appeared before
the Board for the purpose of submitting a proposal for workmen's compen-
sation insurance coverage of State employees.

At the suggestion of Mr. Lebherz a proposal, in writing, which had been
prepared was read by Mr. Coggins. The proposal, in brief, showed that
the State Accident Fund would require an estimated deposit of $126,500.00
for compensation and medical costs (incurred losses only), and an addi-
tional amount for administrative expenses estimated to be 174% of the re-
quired deposit, or a total for .the first year of $148,637.50.

After a thorough discussion of the matter, the Board approved the propos-
al submitted, effective July 1, 1949, and instructed that the financial
arrangements for taking care of the deposit and the administrative ex-~
penses should be worked out by Mr. Rennie and Mr. McCusker {Joseph 0'C.),
and representatives of the State Accident Fund.

EMPLOYEES ' RETIREMENT SYSTEM:

Mr. Miles called attention to the fact that the term of Mr. Frank Harper,
member of the Employees Retirement System, expired June 1, 1949, and sug-
gested that the matter of appointing a successor to Mr. Harper should be

given consideration.

It was stated that Mr. Harper, because of serving as a member of the Pub-

lic Service Commission at this time, did not feel that he should contimue

as a member of the Board of Trustees of the Employees! Retirement System.

The name of Mr. Albert W. Ward, Secretary of the State Tax Commission, was
suggested by Mr. Miles as a successor to Mr. Harper.

In the discussion of this matter, the Governor contacted Mr. John Shriver,
President of the Maryland Classified Employees Association, by telephone,
and advised him that the Board was considering the name of Mr. Ward for
this appointment. The Governor stated that the Board would like to know
whether there would be any objections on the part of the Association to
the naming of Mr. Ward, and Mr. Shriver advised that Mr. Ward would be ac-
ceptable to the Association.

It was duly moved, seconded and carried, that Mr. Albert W. Ward be ap-
pointed for a term of four years from June 1, 1949, as a member of the
Board of Trustees of the Employees' Retirement System.
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STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION:

Dr. Thomas G. Pullen, Jr., State Superintendent of Schools; Mr. David W. Zimmer-
man, Supervisor of Special Education; and Mr. Richard W. Case, Assistant Attorney .
General , appeared before the Board relative to the procedure to be followed by
the State Superintendent of Education and the Board of Public Works in connection
with the administration of Chapters 488 and 502 of the Acts of 1949 providing

for the issuance of bonds for assistance to the local units of government in the
school construction programs. Dr. Pullen had, previous to the meeting, furnished
the members of the Board of Public Works with drafts of forms to be used in ob-
taining from the local units of government information to be submitted by them

in connection with their requests for financial assistance in their school con-
struction work.

After a lengthy discussion of the forms and the procedure to be followed, the
Board approved the procedure outlined by Dr. Pullen for the carrying out of the
duties of the State Superintendent of Education and the Board of Public Works
in these programs.

GENERAL CONSTRUCTION LOAN OF 1947:

The Board authorized payment of bill submitted by the Secretary received from
Miles, Walsh, O'Brien and Morris, in the amount of §$2,000.00, for professional
services rendered in connection with the issuance of $6 5695 ,000 of bonds of the
General Construction Loan of 1947, issued in January of 1949.

BAYSIDE STATE PARK:

The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board a letter received from the
Department of State Forests and Parks requesting an allocation of $21,000.00 to
take care of salaries of necessary personnel for the new Bayside State Park, and
also for some temporary improvements which the department desires to make.

from vandalism some personnel should be employed for this purpose and approved

an allocation of $16,000 to cover salaries and wages for such necessary personnel.
It was stated that the Board of Natural Resources is to use this money for the
protection of the property.

After due consideration, the Board felt that in order to protect the property l

In a further discussion of the work to be done at the property ,' the Board ap-
proved the recommendation of Mr. Funk that the sum of $50,000 be made available
for providing the access road needed at the property. ‘

Mr. Funk also stated that there would be available for cleaning up work on the
property, and other items requiring immediate attemtion, the prisoners which
have been at work at Solomons Base and that it would cost approximately $25,000
to do this work. The Board approved an allocation of $25,000 for cleaning up
work, to be done under the supervision of the Department of Public Improvements.

The moneys allocated at this meeting are to be made available from the unexpend-
ed balance in the appropriation for this project in the Post War Construction
Fund and the appropriation for Improvements at the Bayside State Park in the
General Construction Loan of 1949.

port of receipt of said funds being made to the Board of Public Works and
authority first obtained from the Board of Public Works for their use.

2- The Board confirmed verbal approval given Mr. Funk for continuance of a plan
inaugurated last summer whereby civil engineering students of the University
of Maryland are available to the Department of Public Improvements for the
formation of Summer Surveying Parties. Under this plan it will be possible
to accomplish complete surveys at:-

Department of Tidewater Fisheries:—-

1- The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board a letter received from
the Department of Tidewater Fisheries advising of certain changes which
were found necessary as construction of the vessels being built by Unger
& Mahon progressed, which changes were authorized by the Department of
Budget and Procurement .

The Board approved these changes, at an additional cost of $1,787.08, payable
from the General Construction Loan of 1947.

old boat "Sarah K" as soon as the new vessel is obtained.

After a discussion of this request, the Board approved the purchase of the
"Flossie II" from funds appropriated to the department in the General Con~
struction Loan of 1949, with the understanding that the proceeds from the
sale of the old boat, "Sarah K", will be credited to this account.

3~ The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board a request received from
the Department of Tidewater Fisheries for permission to sell two boats ap-
prehended violating the oyster laws, as they are of no use to the depart-
ment due to bad condition. It is expected that these boats will bring from
$150 to $250, each. I

The Department also requested permission to sell four boats, "Kent", Wicomico",
"Somerset", and "Queen Anne", which will be replaced by new boats now under
construction.

The Board approved these two requests, with the understanding that the funds
obtained from the sale of these boats will be credited to the General Con-
struction Loan of 1947 account of the Department of Tidewater Fisheries.

4~ The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board request of the Depart-
ment of Tidewater Fisheries for permission to replace the airplane which
was lost in a crash near Annapolis last fall, for which the insurance com-~
pany allowed the full amount of $3,750.00 under the policy. The department
desires to purchase a seaplane Cessna 140 for this patrol work, at a cost
of approximately $5,400.00.

After due consideration, the Board approved the request and authorized the
purchase of a seaplane at a maximum cost of $5,400.00, with the purchase
to be made through the Department of Budget and Procurement.

in detail the taxes collected, the accounts receivable, the liens filed and ’
judgments obtained on tax claims, and a list in detail of the interest waived, ]
the balance of accounts abated and adjusted, and the accounts considered to be
uncollectible, together with a letter from Mr. Aaron A. Baer, Special Assistant
Attorney General, recommending that the report be approved.

After due consideration, the Board approved the report received for the quarter
ending March 31, 1949.
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DEPARTMENT OF GAME AND INLAND FISH:

1- The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board letter received from the
Department of Game and Inland Fish, requesting authority to purchase the fol-
lowing properties:-

a. Approximately 1720 acres of marsh and timber land in Fairmount

After a discussion of the matter, the Board requested the Secretary to obtain
from the Department of Game and Inland Fish an appraisal showing the basis
for a price of $6.78 per acre for the 1720 acres of land being offered to the
Department by Mr. Woodcock and deferred action until such appraisal can be
reviewed by the Board.

As to the property offered by Mr. Walston, the Board approved the request of
the Department for permission to purchase this land, with payment to be made
from the 1949 Pittman-Robertson Funds.

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STATE EMPLOYEES:

1- The Secretary called attentien to the fact that a State employee who had pre-
viously been granted extended sick leave and who had used the full amount of
the leave which the Board is allowed to grant, had incurred another illness
and was applying for a second extension of sick leave beyond the leave to which
a State employe is regularly entitled.

After a discussion of this matter, the Secretary was requested to contact the
Attorney General and ask him to advise the Board whether it would be permitted
to grant a second extension beyond the regular leave after an employe had rre-
viously used all of the extended leave to which the Board was permitted to grant.

2- After due consideration, the Board authorized extensions of sick leave in the
following cases:=~

State Department of Health - Cecile Spissler, for the period April 1 to 15, 1949.
Springfield State Hospital -~ Lydia W. Gillis, from May 1 to June 15, 1949.
State Roads Commission - Clarence Layton, for three months from June 16, 1949.

3~ Due to the fact that all possible leave had been granted in the case of Helen
C. Kennedy, employee of the State Industrial Accident Commission, the Board was
unable to consider the granting of any further leave in this case.

L~ The Board approved payment of holiday payrolls for the Maryland Training School

" for Boys covering April 15, 1949, in the amount of $87.04, and May 30, 1949, in
the amount of $90.47, on which dates it was necessary for certain employees of
that institution to work, instead of being on holiday leave.

5~ The Board approved the payroll submitted by Montrose School for Girls covering
overtime services rendered by certain employees of that institution for the
months of November and December 1948, and January, February and March 1949,
in the amount of $2,375.45, due'to the shortage of personnel.

H. Preston, Commissioner of Mental Hygiene, was retired from the State service
and that on that date had to his predit forty days vacation leave which he
was unable to take up to the time of his retirement. »

' 6~ The Secretary called attention to the fact that on June 1, 1949, Dr. Gecrge

The Board affirmed its approval given on May 27, 1949, by the individual members,
to the payment of $972.29 to Dr. Preston for this vacation leave.

7- The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board letters received from Dr.
H. C. Byrd, President of the University of Maryland, and Dr. R. H. Riley,
Director of the State Department of Health, relative to the payment of ex-
penses of professional personnel being considered for key positions in the
State service. It has been the policy of the State to not pay such expenses.

After a full discussion of the matter, the Board approved the payment of such
expenses by the State for persons who were being interviewed for Professional
or Technical positions, with the understanding that such items will be report-
ed to the Board for formal approval, promptly.

STATE PROPERTY:

1- Upon the recommendation of Mr. Rennie, the Board approved request of Towson
State Teachers College for permission to donate a 1932 truck chassis, with a
junk value of between $10 and $15, to the Towson High School for educational

purposes.

l 2- Upon the recommendation of Mr. Rennie, the Board approved request of the Mount
Wilson Tuberculosis Sanatorium for permission to market approximately 420,000
board feet of lumber valued at $7,500.00, outright, with the funds derived
from the sale to be set aside for use at Mount Wilson in making needed renova-
tions and repairs.

3- Upon the recommendation of Mr. Rennie, the Board approved the transfer of a
1947 Chevrolet 2-Door Town Sedan, previously used by the Department of Employ-
ment Security in its recruitment campaign in cooperation with the Commissioner
